laden on board their ſhips or veſſels, enter into bond to his Majeſty with ſecurity 


er the delivery of their reſpective ladings of coals, culm, and cinders in ſome 


other port or creek in Great Britain: and whereas many of the ſaid maſters 
of ſhips and veſſels ſo laden with coals, culm, or cinders, to be carried coaſtwiſe,
